Andrew B. Meadows, former 
night watchman of the Buckingham 
Hotel Annex, must stand trial as a 
sane person - for setting the fire 
which caused the death of seven 
persons, in the burning of the An- 
nex Dec. 5, 1927. 

The Circuit Attorney today re- 
ceived the report of Dr. Malcolm A. 
Bliss; Dr. R. C. Fagley, superin- 
tendent of the City Sanitarium, and 
Dr. James Lewald, superintendent 
of the St. Louis Training School. 
They were appointed to examine 
Meadows as to his mental condition, 
after H. S. Janon, lawyer assigned 
to defend Meadows, had requested 
such an examination. Meadows ob- 
jected to the. examination and 
quarreled with Janon, who With- 
drew from the case, but Circuit 
Judge Taylor ruled that the exami- 
nation should be made, to prevent 
the question of the prisoner’s san- 
ity from arising later. 

The three alienists, who examined 
Meadows July 17 and again last 
Thursday, found that he was “‘in 
touch with bis environment, recog- 
nizing that he is in jail;. well ori- 
ented as to time; no claim of mem- 
ory defects; no difficulty in re- 
/membering past experiences; train 
‘of thought coherent and refevant; 
| nothing abnormal in association of

concludes, “nothing abnormal men- 
tally. He appears to be of sound 
mind and capable of managing his 
affairs.”

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THE DEPRESSION’S LESSON. 

Labor day a year ago was a day of general re- 
joicing. We had sick industries, to be sure, notably 
coal’ and textiles, and agriculture was still in the 
wilderness but looking hopefully to Congress to lead 
the way out. But broadly speaking we were riding 
the crest of an unpreeedented prosperity which, im- 
portant persons were’ assurifig up, was a fixed and 
permanent institution. The great|dream of abolish- 
ing poverty had become a hope, almost an article 
of faith, in the scientifically trained mind of Mr. 
Hoover. The market crash, only six calendar weeks 
away, was something banished from the reckoning. 
A complacent administration beheld a land of plenty 
whose abundance, it had proclaimed, was the fruit 
and justification of its superior policies. 

Labor day of this year was not a day of rejoicing. 
It was a day of general anxiety. Prosperity has 
gone. We have a serious unemployment problem, 
just how serious and of what dimensions is not 
known. Statistics have been given out. They have 
been rejected as untrue. Pleasant prophecies have 
been made of “corner turned,” of economic con- 
valescence. They have not been fulfilled. The 
bitter truth is that men able and willing to work 


must mect. Labor must have sécurity of employ- 
ment or adequate provision for periods of unem- 
ployment. In the~solution of the problem Govern- 


some of our industrial leaders have undertaken the 


sound results. Precisely what part Government may 
contribute to the cause is not as yet agreed upon. 
Public opinion has, we believe, approved what is 
known as the Wagner program designed to keep

Captains of indus- 
try, led by Mr. Ford, now accept the theory of pro- 
fessors of economics, that the purchasing power of 
the people is the basis of prosper#ty. Sufficient 
leisure is also recognized as a corollary to purchasing 
power in the maintenance of prosperity. Wherefore 
the fight for the eight-hour day, now a matter of 
history, vindicates the economic vision of labor lead- 
ers, and capital now proceeds surely, if cautiously, 
towards the five-day week. ae

OVIE censorship receives almost as 
much notice in the press as the mun- 
dane habits of movie _ stars. Bulis 
from the office of Will Hays and statements 
from the various uplift leagues give one the 
impression that censorship breaks out over 
the industry like the measles and disap- 
pears as rapidly. As a matter of fact, there 
is a well organized and stable machinery 
set up to smooth and purify all the celluloic¢ 
that appears in the land, whether manu- 
factured in Hollywood or abroad—and to 
protect the dividends resulting therefrom. 
This machinery is composed of three ‘ele- 
ments: (1) Six sets of minor politicians in 
as many states; (2) Will Hays, ex-Postmas- 
ter-General in the Cabinet of Warren G. 
Harding, created “Czar’’ of nation’s third 
largest industry by grace of the Fatty Ar- 
buckle scandal; (3) the National Board of 
Review. The last two are results of what 
might well be termed ‘‘moral racketeering.” 


Circumstances—have allowed this machine 
to work under cover. Mr. Hays, as the 
super press-agent of the industry, could not 
be expected to present a factual picture of 
movie censorship or of the real purpose or 
his organization. The most powerful cen- 
sors are appointed by Governors and it 
would be optimistic indeed to expect a poli- 
tician voluntarily to betray the mysterious 
working of his office. The women’s clubs, 
which are to a large extent responsible for 
both Hays and the National Board of Re- 
view, while loquacious enough, have been 
noted for everything but logic or dignity. 
But, mysterious as they work, these three 
groups of censors have combined to muti- 
late, change, or muddle every movie shown 
in this country during the past 10 years. 

If every motion picture theater prefaced 
its films wéth the title, “This picture has 
been censored by a minor politician or his 
assistants,"’ the patrons might be made to 
understand why the movies are so banai 
and childish, 

It is the six state boards of censors which 
wield the principal power in the film-cen- 
sorship machine. These boards exist in 
New York, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virgin- 
ia, Kansas and Ohio. The first was createo 
in 1911, the last in 1915. At no time was 
there a: public demand for their existénce, 
When tiese laws Were-passed the pants 
pressers and furriers who then owned the 
business were scrambling for patents and 
theaters. If. censorship meant more custo- 
mers, the producers were for censorship. 
‘The movie form was just taking shape. 
No man realized the potentialities of the tm- 
dustry. The producers were too busy to 
pay any attention to legislatures. As for 
the public—who cared about the nickel- 
odeon? . Yet the censor born in 1911 exists 
by legislative right, and, as we have discov- 
ered so often, it is a hundredfold easier to 
pass than to repeal moral law. 

A few corporations make 40 per cent of 
the world’s movies. They likewise own 
great theater chains. The corporations 
dance to the tune the censors play for the 
simple reason that the censors have the 
power by law to demand changes that will 
cost thousands of dollars.

It is hardly necessary to point out that 
three people with young girls or old women 
for assistants could hardly expect to main- 
tain good judgment after sitting nine hours 
a day watching movies for signs of evii- 
doing.

The chairman of the New York 
board, in asking for help, told the Legisto

The women gave Will Hays his job, and 
he has fostered their strength until today he 
fZllows 12 delegates from women’s clubs tw 
confer with his agent, Col. Joy, while mov- 
les are actually in production. Some of 
these women claim to be only personal del. 
egates, others claim to represent millions of 
mothers. Whatever. they represent, you 
have 12 ladies sending neat reports to Col. 
Joy each day on the progress of our na- 
tional art, you have the National Board of 
Review given the privilege of “comment- 


_ ing” on films before public presentation. 


Hays also allows the companies under his 
care to pay the National Board of Review 
for putting their seal of approval on every 
film out of Hollywood. The 12 delegates 
have no legal authority, the board has none, 
Mr. Hays has none—yet the movies follow 
their ‘‘suggestions”! 

The censor boards have 17 rules of con- 
duct. According to these you cannot 
portray suicide, refer to capital punish- 
ment, offend nation, offend a religion, 
ridicule a politician, suggest miscegenation, 
portray vulgarity, portray break-down of 
justice. There are nine other classifica- 
tions, equally equivocal, but these alone are 
enforced in such a manner that the stuff 
of drama automatically is sheared from 
the screen. You can mention these subjects 
only if right—political, neo-Methodist right 
—dsucceeds in the end. 

I do not think any sane man would 
choose petty politicians as logical custodians 
for public morals. I1¢ is ridiculous to think 
of three politicians in each of the six states 
having legal power to rule a $4,000,000,0006 
business. If a newspaper syndicate, a mag- 
azine owner, or a theatrical producer were 
confronted with this onerous group of poll- 
ticlans he would fight. He would. I am 
optimistic enough to believe,’ have at least 
a minority fighting with him. 

But your movie corporation exists on a 
simple mathematical formula of geometri- 
cal progression, and one fight would mean 
the temporary loss of customers and maney. 
While he was fighting in the courts, a com- 


‘ petitor would be filling theaters, increasing 


dividenda, I think the day a producer goes 
before the people of Pennsylvania with‘ a 
list of the scenes cut out by the censor and 


his assistants, he can effect a house-clean.- .

NEW COURSES OFFERED 


7. 
Enrollment Expected to Be 
89,700 Today and Soon 
Exceed 100,000. 


St. Louis public schools opened 
for the new term today, with the 
expectation tat about 89,700 chil- 
dren would be enrolled. at the 
start and that total enrollment 
soon would etceed 100,000. 

The system has 153 schools in 
operation, including the teachers 
colleges, high schools, intermediate 
schools, vocational institutions and 
136 elementary schools. In the 
event of excessive heat this month 
daily session will be curtailed. 

More than #0900 teachers 
principals took up their duties to- 
day. Many of them attended a 
meeting at Soldan High School yes- 
terday, when Superintendent of In- 
struction Gerling told them of poli- 
cies and plans. Gerling laid stress 
on thorough education in reading, 
writing and arithmetic, and urged 
the corps to inculeate a respect for 
law in the rising generation. 

Staff Reorganized, — 

Gerling’s reorganization of his 
staff of assistants, by which he 
hopes to free himself of much 
troublesome detail work and im- 
prove supervision or tHe schools, 
became effective yesterday. 

Overcrowding of the high and in- 
termediate schools was expected to 
be overcome by a reassignment of 
pupils, beginning today. Seventh 
grade students will remain in the 
elementaries, but eighth , grade 
boys and girls will go to interme- 
diates, except from the few schools 
that have been giving eighth grade 
work. The intermediates will take 
as ‘many ninth grade students as 
possible and the rest of this class 
and those higher up will go to the

CHORUS GIRLS GO BEGGING NOW 


NEW YORK. 

ADIES of the chorus are just 

L ladies of the mob these days. 

The Broadway beauty mar- 

ket has dropped to a new low and 

chorus’ girls can be hired, as one 

manager puts it, for a dime a 
dozen, 

Three thousand girls are waiting 
at stage doors for jobs that aren’t 
there. 

Every day this army of the idle 
is increased by arrival of more 
young women who left their home 
towns for Times Sqtiare. 


‘When the new theatrical season 
opéned, there were only three mu- 
si¢al shows in New York, and only 
three others ready to open. Usual- 
ly at this time there afe from 12 
to 15 musicals preparing for Broad- 
Way premieres. 


Each show émploys an average 
of 26 chorus giris, and the revues 
have less. With only six shows 
playing or in rehearsal, this pro- 
vides approximately 150 jobs to 
take care of $3000 chorines. In 


other words, there are 20 girls for 
each job. 
Every chorus call brings out a 
crowd that almost needs a cordon 
of police to handle. When an at- 
dition was announced for one new 
show, more than 1600 applied. 
From this 1500 a chorus of 35 was 
selected. 
The situation has taken on an 
addéd seriousness by the decision 
of Hollywood to make fewer pic- 
tures with music and dancing. This 
may mean that within a few weeks 
another armiy of chorus girls will 
reach New York from Hollywood. 
Managers of second-class bur- 
iesque and “tab” shows report they 
can now hire beautiful, . talented 
girls at low salaries to play in their 
bookings through small towns. A 
year ago a Broadway chorus girl 
would have considered it an insult 
to be offered such a job. 
Scores of chorines are becoming 
salesgiris or waitresses. 
And there are many others who 
are deciding that the idea of matri- 
mony is a splendid one. 
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people “enter into” it. 

George Hassell, comedian, one of 
the stars of Artists and Models, 
has been married 25 years, and he 
comes nearer a definition ef how to 
be happy than most of them do.

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Baldness 


F you are eager to escape pre- 
I mature baldness, the first pre- 

caution you must take is to 
choose the right parents. 

For among the numerous factors 
that determine whether the head 
shall be crowned with hair, or with 
a glossy sheen, herédity stands 
foremost. 

Baldness, or Alopecia, as it is 
technically known, is but one con- 
dition, and yet it has a variety of 
causes. 

Skin specialists recognize differ- 
ent types of baldness and name 
them accordingly. The most com- 
mon type is the so-called Alopecia 
Prematura, or premature baldness. 

A certain amount of baldness is 
naturally associated with advanc- 
ing age. Premature baldness, how- 
ever, cOmmences in $0 per cent of 
the cases before 30. Persons not 
nearly bald at 60, are likely to 
have an effective hair covering un- 
til they reach old age. 

The definite causes of simple 
baldness are uncertain. One much- 
mooted point is the relation of 
dandruff to simple baldness. There 
are some who maintain that 
dandruff is the ~ole cause of Bald- 
ness. Others deny this. 

True baldness is due to the de- 
struction and disappearance of the 
hair follicles. : 

This is commonly associated with 
the disappearance of the thick 
layer of fat which tn youth is 
found between the skin and the 
scalp and the bones of the skull. 

As this fat disappears, the skin 
becomes tightly gdherent to . the 
scalp and the hair follicles shrink 
‘and are finally displaced by fibrous 
tissue. ' 

It is sometimes thought that 
baldness is a sign of intelligence 
and the consequence of excessive 
mental effort. 

Unfortunately, there is no basis 
for this flattering interpretation of 
a common disability.
